He Biows Out His Brains Because He Wa 
Rejected. 

CuarioTtTe, N.C., March 8.—[{Special.]— 
Particulars of a sensational suicide have been 
received from ieaksville, in Rockingham 
county. Samuel Hampton. aged twenty-seven, 
an invalid from infancy, was in love witha 
very pretty young lady, Miss Hallie Ragland, 
who was a daughter of a weil-to-do farmer, 
miles from Leaksville. 
Hampton’s mother keeps a hotel iu Leaks- 
ville, and he had for years been the hotel 
clerk, being unable to work at any trade or 
other business on account of being an invalid. 
Hie loved Miss Ragland with all his soul, but 
realized that on account of his physical condi- 
tion he could never win her hand and _ heart. 
But he ealled on her often, having known and 
loved her from chiidhood. 

It appears that at iast Hampton gave up all 
hope of ever marrying Miss Ragland, and de- 
liberately made up his mind to end his life. 

Last Tuesday he called at the young lady's 
house to see her, and was invited in the parlor 
by Miss Emma, an elder sister of Miss Hallie. 
For some cause or other the young lady re- 
fused to see him, and sent “him word to that 
efiect. On receipt of the information, Hamp- 
ton quietly took from lis pocket a half-pint 
bottle labeled ‘‘poison,’’ and attempted to 
drink its contents, but was prevented by Miss 
tmma Ragland, who quickly snatched the 
bottle from his hands and smashed it upon the 
floor. Hampton then jerked from his pocket 
a O8-caliber revolver, and with a wild lauch, 
saying, “This will do as weil,” he placed the 
weapon to his temple and fired, falling to the 
floor, where he died in fifteen minutes. 

In his pocket was founda sealed letter ad- 
dressed to Miss Hallie, in which he very ten- 
derly told of his great love for her, and 
that life was a burden to him without her. In 
closing he said he did not blame her for not 
marrying him, but said he would rather die 
than live without he r.

St. Louis, Mo., March $&—The suburb of 
Kirkwood is ono broad smile tonight over the 
nidiculous way in which aprominent band of 
Spiritualists has been tricked. Kirkwood is 
aristocratic, and the band aforesaid numbers 
among its members some of the leading citi- 
zens of the place.

Johnson soon learned — the 
family weakness, and he suddenly became a 
sirong spiritualist. Being of anindolent turn, 
he soon grew tired| of the shovel and the hoe. 
He explained to his employer that evil spirits 
were around the shovel, hoe, and the carriage. 
The credulcus doctor believed him and in- 
structed him not to touch the implements, but 
to remain quietly in the house while he would 
do the work. A few days later Johnson began 
to have trances, and he claimed to be plagued 
by evil spirits which only Mrs. Parkhurst and 
the young and pretty female spiritualists 
could drive away He hada habit of falling 
senseless and then the ladies would resuscitate 
him. The matter finally created much talk 
and scandal, as the ladies siood high in social 
position.

Lonpon, March 8.—A banquet was given 
by the Eighty club this evening in honor of 
Lord Spencer. 

Mr. Lockwood presided. 

Lord Roseberry, Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, Parnell. Morley, Sir Charles Russell 
and other prominent gentlemen were present. 
Mr. Parnell received an ovation. 

Lord Spencer, in responding to the toast to 
his health, congratulated Mr. Parnell upon 
the vindication of his character against attacks 
which, in vehemence and wickedness, sur- 
passed any that had ever been made against a 
living man, They admired Parnell’s forbear- 
ance, dig gnity and patience, qualities so worthy 
in a great leader, and they wanted to see full 
reparation done. He thought the government 
would have difficultvy in clearing themselves 
of the charge ef complicity with the Times. 
He dealt at length with Irish affairs, and ex- 
pressed confidence that Gladstone would live 
to carry an improved home rule biil. 

MR. PARNELL SPEAKS. 

In response to loud cries for a speech, Mr. 
Parnell rose to his feet, and was greeted 
with enthusiastic cheers. Hereferred to Lord 
Spencer as the he rald of Gladstone’s policy of 
conciliation, and said that his opinion was 
worth more than the judgment of a hundred 
mushrooms like Baifour, a man who 
was here today and who would 
be gone tomorrow, who brought to the task of 
governing Ireland not asingle characteristic of 
statesmi: inship or genius, and whose only object 
was toremain in oftice as long as ie, 
Lord Spencer, after all his experience, had ac- 
knowledged the truth of what he himself 
maintained, that the only way to govern 
Ireland within the constitution, is to allow her 
to govern herself in matters that do not inuter- 
fere with the well-being of the rest of the em- 
pire, with which Ireland is indissolubly linked. 

‘*LTadmit,” Parnell continued, *‘that another 
way exists, a way which is untried and prob- 
ably never will be tried, in which some pres- 
ent success night be gained, not by Balfour’s 
bastard semi-constitutional, semi-coercive, 
method, butby a method of depotism. You 
might tind among yourselves some great 
Englishman or Scotchman who would go to 
Ireland (her parlimentary representation 
having been taken from her,) 
and do justice to her people, 
despite the complaint of Irish landlordism. 
Such methods must, however, be outside of 
the constitution altogether, and your Irish 
governor must have fullpower to impartially 
deal with lord and peasant alike. That, in 
my judgment, has aiways been the only alter- 
nati ve concession to our reasonab e demands.’’

Lovurevit LK, March §.—Thegmost disastrous 
fire in the loss of property that has occurred 
here in years broke out at noon today in the 
baseme*: of Kieinhans & Sioimons’s clothing 
house, 425 and 4:44 West Market street. In 
fifteen minutes after the alarm the blaze had 
spread through Kleinhaus & Simmons’s three 
large stores and was leaping from the fourth 
floor through the roof.

TIE CASE WITHDRAWN. 


SUIT 


A SENSATIONAL INJUNCTION 
IN AUGUSTA. 


The Defendants Brought Squarels Up to the 
Mark, When a Settlement is Made— Other 
Augusta Newse 

Avovueta, Ga., March 8.—[Special.]—In 
January, 1585, Thomas P. Branch and other 
bond holders of the Port Royal railroad, 
brought a bill in equity before Judge Roney, 
of the superior court, alleging that the Central 
railroad had bought up a majority of the first 
mortgage bonds of the Port Royal road, and 
thereby come into control of the road (bond- 
holders being allowed to vote); that coupons 
on the second mortgage bonds were payable 
only out of the net earnings of the road, and 
the Central was so conducting the affairs of 
the Port Royal and Augusta railroad as to 
leave no net earnings, thereby rendering the 
coupons and bonds of the complainants of no 
value, while the Central was receiving interest 
on its bonds $6,000 annuallyas a sinking fund, 

AN INJUNCTION ASKED FOR. 

Complainants therefore asked that the Cen- 
tral be made to account; that an injuuction 
be granted against like conduct in the future, 
and that the Central’s lease of the Port Royal 
be rescinded. The defendants filed a demur- 
rer, claiming that there was no equity in the 
bill. 

Judge Roney overruled this demurrer, and 
when it was carried tothe supreme court he 
was sustained. The case then went before 
Colonel Charles C. Jonés, Jr., as auditor, and 
months were consumed in taking evidence 
before him. Later the Ceutral railroad was in 
its turn

and then the whole concern by the Terminal 

company. The complainants, desiring more 

summary procedure, abandoned the investiga- 
tion before the auditor, and urged their prayer 
for an injunction and for recinding the lease, 
and made the Georgia and Terminal com panies 
parties defendant.

What were the terms of settlement, 
or under what agreement or promise 
the case was dismissed, counsel 
decline to reveal. Messrs. Foster and Larmar, 
Frank H. Miller,W. H. Fleming and, Attorney- 
General Anderson represented the bondhold- 
ers in bringing the case, and Messrs. Joseph 
B. Cumming, James C. C. Black and Joseph 
Ganaple represented the railroads. 

The sudden termination of the case caused 
asurprise today, and there is no little conjec- 
ture as to the terms of the settlement.

The capitol in the former city has been 
from the laying of the first stone the subject of 
shameful jobbery and extravagance, and right now 
the most absorbing and universally discussed topic 
in the empire state is the ‘‘ceiling job.’’ More than 
one legislative committee has been appointed to 
investigate the contract for the building of the state 
house ceiling, and from the latest developments it 
appears thatin the construction of this alone more 
than $100,000 has been unlawfully made by the 
contractor.

The readers of your daily will recall the 
exhibition in Albany recently of a man _ bear- 
ing the suggestive trade mark of ‘Jumbo,’ 
and lugging about with him su avoirda- 
pois sufficient to persuade any cotton scales to 
gracefully tip the beam to the symphony of 
640 pounds. 

Since the death of Daniel Lambert, Captain 
Bates and other celebrities, Jumbo Jewitt can 
rightly claim to be the largest living man in 
the world. 

His appearance in Albany, as before ani- 
mated, reminds the writer of several inter- 
views held, some years ago, with a similar 
huge mountain of flesh who resided in the 
western part of Tennessee, and known to his 
friends and neighbors as Uncle Miles Darden.

Chief Connolly Will Doubtiess Sueceed Himself | 


~The News About C.ty Oilices. 


“Atlanta should have public scales, and I 


shall make it my mission while I am in coun- 


cil to see that they are established.”’ 

So said Mr. McLendon, of the fifth ward, 
yesterday. 

And as he spoke he drew from his pocket a 
big bundle of papers. They were the same 
papers that were ih council about two years 
ago when this same matter was being con- 


| sidered. 


On the 17th day of January, 1887, Mr. F. P. 
Rice, then a member of the cuuncil from the 
six ward, introduced an ordinance providing 
forthe weighing and measuring of coal and 
other articles and a public weigher. 
The ordinance declared that after 
its adoption all persons or companies selling 
coal in the city of Atlanta, if the same is de- 
liveréd by wagons or carts, shall have it 
weigeed by a public weigher, if the party pur- 
chasing shall so request. 

The-public weigher, the ordinance asserted, 
should be a sworn officer and should receive 
such a salary as should be fixed for him from 
vear to year, The ordinance then wert into 
the detailed duties of the weigher, and was re- 
ferred to the ordinance committee. 

Mr. E. A. Angier was then a member of the 
general council and was chairman of the ordi- 
nance committee and as such drafted an 
ordinance. The ordinance reckon mended 
that Mr. Rice’s ordinance be adopted with 
amendments. 

These amendments provided for two public 
weighers and two public scales, one located on 
either side of the railroad, The salaries of 
the weighers were to be forty dollarsa month 
and they were to be elected for aterm of two 
years and to give bond. They were also required 
to give their entire time to their business, and 
were directed to atteid all stores and shops 
where weighing and measuring was done and 
examine the weights and measures. All corn, 
oats, fodder, hay, straw, etc., were to be 
weighed at the option of the purchaser or 
seller. The ordinance then presented a scale 
of prices to be charged. 

Later the ordinance was adopted by the gen- 
eral council buta few days after the alder- 
manic board postponed action. Then again it 
was recommitted to the ordinance committee. 
On the 2ist of February it was sent to Coun- 
cilman Rice and the city attorney for perfec- 
tion and later was adopted, but the ordinance 
found its way into a pigeon hole in the city 
hall and thereit remained until Mr. MclLen- 
don pulled it out a day or two ago. 

‘‘l intend to see,’’ said Mr. McLendon, ‘‘that 
this law goes into effect, if itis a law, and if 
it not a law I am going to do all I can to make 
itone. Doyou know that the poor people 
who buy coal and wood need this law more 
han any one else ?”’ 

Mr. Inman on Street Tax. 

Mr. Inman, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, seems to have an eye constantly 7open 
when the question of dollars and cents for the 
city are involved. He is now giving street 
tax a thorough study. 

Last fall the street tax was reduced to one 
dollar. This was done, it is now said, for po- 
litical purposes, and Mr, Inman thinks it was 
altogether wrong, and at the next meeting of 
the general council will introduce a resolution 
raising the street tax to three dollars and a 
half. He thinks that the people generally will 
sustain him in the matter and that the city 
will be better off each year by several thousand 
dollars. 

They Did Well. 

Mayor Pro Tem Mecaslin had two interest- 
ing calls yesterday. 

They were Mr. and Mrs. Burton, an actor 
and an actress. Mrs. Burton informed Mayor 
Mecaslin that he and his wife had found an 
old blind man while they were in Chatta- 
nooga, who wanted te come to Atlanta where 
he had a half brother named Smith. The old 
man had no money, and Mr. and Mrs. Burton 
paid his way to Atlanta. For two or three 
days they have been supporting him, but, as 
they were going to leave the city, they called 
to lay the case before the mayor. 

Mayor Mecaslin thanked Mr. and Mrs. Bur- 
ton for what they had done, and promised 
them that the old blind man should be cared 
for until his brother could be _ found, 
The brother for whom the blind man is 
looking lives somewhere near Atlanta.

“Tt hasnot. When I took hold of 
fer a year ago, there were forty-one lights, 
gregating $0,000 cand!*t In the early 
part of the year sixty lights were added, and in 
the latter portion, fifty more. There are now 
LWof the are lights and 400 incandescent 
lights, witha total of £12,000 candie power. 
We have tried to place the lights in the best 
possible mauner, so as to get the groaiest 
amount of good. On the main streets leading 
from the center of the city outward, we have 
placed the larye arc lights. On those that are 
not leading thoroughfares, we have been com- 
pelled to place the smaller ones. That is all 
that we can do with the present appropriation.” 

“How about leaving out Crew street?”’ 

“Well, Crew street is no more left out than 
other streets of the same class. It does not 
run from the center of the city out, as the 
longer ones do, consequently the streets 
of that class, were given the larger lights.” 

CREW 18 NOT ALONE. 

“Are there other streets of the same class in 
the’second ward that are given the small 
light ?”’ 

“Ves, 
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there are Fair and Jones, both long 
streets, that were given incandescent lights. 
Our object was to give those 
thoroughfares which were the most traveled, 
both for the use of the public generally, and 
for the help of the fire department, the larger 
lights. It has been done the same way in 
every ward. There are Spring and Luckie 
streets, both of as much importance as Crew; 
besides a large number of others that I could 
mention, that have the small lights.’’ 

‘Has the second ward had a fairshare of the 
lights?” 

“Out of the 400 small lights the second ward 
has hadan allotment of 150 of the incandes- 
cent lights. We have recognized the idea of 
the size and importance of the second ward, 
and have acted to the best of our judgment in 
locating the lights.’’ 

WHAT THE COST WOULD BE. 

‘How much would be required to light the 

city with the large are lights?” 

“Tt would cost in the neighborhood of $70,- 
000. 1 wish myself and so do all the commit- 
tee, and council besides, for that matter 
that we were able to place an are light 
atevery corner. It would beall the better fo 
the city and the people; and would certainly 
redound to our credit to have it so, but until 
we vet more money we can not doit. We 
have done all we could do under the circum- 
stances. When we began with those 
forty are lights the balance’ were 
cas and gasoline lamps. A very 
considerable portion of the appropriation, 
over the $30,000 contrac®, will be required for 
removing the old gasoline and gas lamp posts, 
and placing the poles and wires in position for 
the electric lights. (‘rew street really has no 
right to say a word, because the streets on 
either side of it have the large are lights, of 
which the residents of that street get no incon- 
siderable benetit.”’

MecKae Wins the Fight. 

Americus, Ga., March 8.—{Special.}—It 
is now stated upon authority that the directo- 
ry of the Savannah, Americus and Montgom- 
ery railroad have decided upon McRae as 
their ovjective point on the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia, and that the road will 
be completed to that place as fast as possible.

In view 
of the completion of the road to McRae, the 
Americus Investment company has recently 
purchased two thousand acres of land at the 
proposed junction of the two roads. This 
track will be laid off into city lots and another 
mazic city will spring into existence, as did 
Cordele, the new metropolis of Dooly county.

Electi ns In Dodge County. 

Governor Gordon rendered his decision yes- 
terday in the two contested election cases 
from Dodge county. 

William McRae contested tie election of J. 
J. Rozar as ordinary,and J. D. Tayler contest- 
ed theelection of J. C. Rogers as tax collector 

These cases were argued together on the 
19th of February, and the evidence has been 
carefully considerad. 

The governor ordered the commissions’ to 
be issued to J. J. Rozar, contestee, and J. D. 
Taylor, contestant. 

The principal ground of the decision was the 
rejéction of the votes polled in the 317th mili- 
tia district of Dodge county, because the evi- 
dence showed that H. A. Sheftield, one of the 
managers of election in that district. was nota 
freeholder. The throwing out of these votes 
reduced Rozar’s majority to six votes, and 
gave Tavlor a majority of forty.
